PACKERS’ PLEA DISMISSED. 


Washington Court’s Jurisdiction 
Does Not Cover “‘Consent Decree.” 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 3:.—The appeal 


of Armour & Co., Swift & Co., Wilson 
& C., the Cudahy Packing Company 
and Morris & Co., the “Big Five” of 
the meat packing industry, from the 
injunction decree of the equity courts 
which required them to confine their 
activities. to the meat business and its 
by-products, was dismissed today by 
the District of Columbia Court of Ap- 
peals for want of jurisdiction. 

The appellate tribunal did not go in- 
to the merits of the injunction decree, 
which was consented to by the pack- 
ers under threat of prosecution under 
the anti-trust laws... It was signed on 
Feb. 27, 1920, and is known. as the 
“consent decree.” 

The Department of Justice con- 
tended that the appeal should have 
been taken directly to the United States 
Supreme Court instead of the District 
of Columbia Court of Appeals. ° This 
contention was based on the alleged 
fact that the lower court, for the pur- 
poses of the consent decree, sat as a 
Federal district court, and that under 
the anti-trust laws appeals from .or- 
ders ofthe district courts should be 

taken direct to the United States Su- 
preme Court,

cree was suspended: in another 
ceeding in the lower court, and is still 
suspended.

BOHEMIAN TO BE DEPORTED. 


Advocate of Government’s Over- 
throw Loses in Supreme Court. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.— Emanuel 
Vajtauer, a Bohemian, was arrested on 
April 4,.1924, on a-.charge of advocat- 
ing by speech and printed material the 
overthrow of the Government and all 
forms of law. He was ordered de- 
ported and must go, according to a 
decision of’ the Supreme Court today 
handed down by Associate Justice 
Stone. 

The case came up on appeal from the 
Federal court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York. 

Reference was made in the record to 

a@ speech by Vajtauer in Moscow and 
speeches he was said to have delivered 

in Chicago: 

“We disregard the Moscow address 
as having no substantial bearing on 
appellant’s membership in an excluded 
class,’”’ said the Court, ‘“‘but the “ex- 
tracts of the pamphlet and the report 
of the Chicago speech, taken together, 
are at least some evidence tending to 
show that the author of them advised 
and advocated opposition to all organ- 
ized government and the overthrow of 
the United States Goverrment by vio- 
lence and therefore could as an alien 
be excluded from admission’; or ‘“‘if 
admitted, deported if fund to have 
been a member of an excluded class 
at the time of entry. we cg 
made before or after entry po Baha 
taken to indicate that he was su pject | 3 
to exclusion at the time of entry.” 

The lower court’s decree, dismissing 
the. writ of habeas corpus and re- 
manding Vajtauer,to custody of the 
New York Immigration -Comniissioner, 
was affirmed.
